Oh who would be at ſuch charges to: da God ſervice, as the Pope and 
King of Spain, Caterby, Treſham,: Percy, Haman, &c. were to do the 
Devil ſervice ! wt 74 ; 

Don Pedro being asked the queſtion of the intent of their coming

Some have been drawn with promiſes of Life, and threats of death 
eo renounce their Religion and turn Papiſts, and when they have fo 
done, have been murdered 3 the ſcofing Papiſts telling chem it was 
good to kill them while they were in a good humour, leſt they ſhould 
recant if they lived longer. 

Others have yielded: up their. Forts and Caſiles: upon Articles and 
Conditions to have their lives ſpared, and then being diſarmed, were 
kept in the Fort os Caſile, till ſtarved, with this Jeſuitical Evaſion, 
We promiſed you your: Lives, but not Food to preſerve them. Like that 
Treachery the Marquiſs of Pionefſs was guilty of jn the late Maſſacre 
in Piedmont, April, Anno 1655. The Deputies of the Proteſtants, 
by.the Subtilties of this Marquiſs of Pioneſſa, were detained at Twrir, 
in which time a great Army arrivedi:;at St. Giovanz, and ſome other 
Towns, tothe. number of fifteen thouſand, which ſet upon the poor 
Proteftants in an inhumane manner; the Marquiſs alſo made a great 
Dianer for.many of the Proteſtents; and made the Deputies many fair 
promiſes, that there ſhould be no burt to any of. them, if they would 
but quarter a few'Troops. a3 a token of their Obedience; they did 
aſſent. to what the Marquiſs deſigned. But no fooner were thoſe 
Toops entered, but they. put all to Fire and Sword, flaying all they 
met with in the moſt barbarous manner that could be invented. - 

Much like this was that: of Admiral Coligny with abundance of 
Proteſtants, who were enticed to Paris with Promiſes and Oaths of 
- Security, undevpreterice.of a Marriage between two Houſes, where 
were barbarouſly ſlain tex thonſaud Proteflants, whole Blood ran dowa 
the Chanel like Water. | 

. Not much diffcrent- from this, was the practice of the Dake of 
Savoy, Soveraign Prince .of the Valleys of Piedmont, aftcr a tedious 
and chargeable Application of the Preteftants to him, for a confirma-. 
tion of their Liberty of Conſcience, did at laſt by an Edit promile 
exprefsly that he would @onfum unto them the enjoyment of the.Li- 
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berty of Religion, and of theſe Priviledges granted to them by his 
Predeceſlors, Dukes: of Savoy, Yet by the powerful perſuaſion of 
the Congregation, as they call itz or of the Jeſuits, Friars, and 
others, one Gaſtale was at laft ſent from the Prince with a Commiſſion, 
who calls himſelf -Conſervator General of the Catholick Faith againſt 
the Reformed Profeſſors , athrming that he had received Inſtructions 
from the Prince, That in caſe they will not within three Days receive 
the Romiſh Religion, they muſt for ever bid farewel to their. Native 
Country, Houſes, Lands, and Poſſeſions; adding moreover, It ſhould 
be death withlut mercy, if after that ſpace of time any were taken in 
thoſe Placer. ; 

So that you ſee thoſe Men make little conſcience of Promiſes, or 
Covenants. But what need we queſtion that? *Tis a Maxim owned 
by the Prieſts, That Faith ought not to be kept with Hereticks 3 and 
that all Oaths, Covenants, Promiſes , made to and with the filly 
Proteſtants, are of no torce longer than it pleaſeth the Pope and fo 
it ſeems indeed by their practices,

Again, *Tis Herefie #0 think that our Lord God the Pope, bath no 
power to decree as be bath decreed. And the Canoxifts ſay, one Article 
of the Popiſh Creed is, That the power of Indwulgences was left by 
Cbrift, and that be wſe of tbem is very available to Salvation. 

Secondly, She blaſphemeth the Tabernacle of God. 1. This may 
either Ggnifie the Church of God, which oftentimes is called the 
Houſe ot God, over which the Beaſt doth finfully aflume a Power. 
Or, 2. It holds fort the Humane Nature of Chrift, which the 'Au- 

a. thor to the Hebrews doth ly call it, becauſe it was the true 
Tabernacle which the Loxd had pitched, and not Man, which is 
blalphemed, when the merit of thoſe Sufferings which God himſelf 
underwent io the Humane Nature is lefſened, and Chriſt's Blood not 
accounted ſuthcient to cleanſe from Sin, without ſomething added 
by Men to iach out its value. Nay, theſe Blaſphemers do take away 
the property of each Nature in Chriſt 3 the Godhead 15 Infinite, the 
Humane Nature, Finite.

own on Earth, is to blafphemme- them. You know when the Men of 
Lyftra, Aiis 14. 14 offered to worſhip St. Paul and Barnabas, 
which had the excuſe of an amazing Miracle to juſlifie them, yet *tis 
faid, they rent their Clothes : Which was uſual in caſes of Blaſphemy, 
2 Kings 18.37. So when St. foby would have worſhipped the Angel, 
faid he, 1 am thy Fellow-Seruant : Worſhip God, Rev. 22.8,9, So 
the Son of God himſclt appearing unto Manoeb in. the ſhape of an 
Angel, would not have facrifice offered co him, but ſaid, If thou: 
offer an Offering, offer is to God.

1, 2, 33 4» $ ' Chriſt alone is the chief Shepherd of the 
Sheep. Therefore Shepherds are ſo far from being Lords over God's 
Heritage, that they are to be Servants; as Chrift faith, He that will 
be greateſt among you, let kim be a Servant : As Chriſt commanded 
Peter, 10 feed bis Lambs and Sheep, John 21, 15, 16, 17. Shep- 
herds have an equal Power here under Chriſt,and he is the Head of all. 
Sce Epbeſ. 1. 22. Col. 1,18. Beſides, St. Peter exhorts to a ſubje- 
ion to Kings, and Kingly Government, x Pet. 2. 13, 14, 15. ſuch 
as are a Terror to evil doers, and a praiſe to them that do well, But 
the Pope is ſo unlike Sy. Peter,that he tells us he hath power to diſpoſ- 
ſels Princes, if they willnot root qut ſach as he calls Hereticks.

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- "Pope Alexander the third, made one of the Emperors fa!l down 
before him 1n the Temple of St. Mark, at Venice, all the People be- 
ing preſent, putting his bealtly Foot on his Neck, and uttered theſe 
words of the Plalmift, Thou (ſhalt tread on the Lion and the Adder, 
the young Lion and Adder thou ſhalt trample nnder foot, The uſages 
of King Henry the ſecond, and King Fohn, do very plainly prove his 
Uſurpation over Kings, They did what they could againſt Queen 
Elizabeth, when they Excommunicated her,. and they would have 
diſpoſſeſſed herof the Kingdom, they did what they could by their 
Invincible Armada ( as the Popechriſtened it) in 1588. but through 
God's Goodneſs it proved Vincible. When the Scripture tells us we 
muſt be ſubje&t to the higher Powers, which are Magilirates and 
Princes, Rom. 13.1,2, 3+ &c. The Pope exempts himſelf and all 
his Clergy, ( Prietts, Monks, Friars, Jeſuits, Nuns, and all Religi- 
ous Perſons) from the Juriſdiction of the Civil Magitlrates, and
